IN CONVERSATION MAY 14 ON OTHER BUSINESS, SOVIET 
EMBASSY COUNSELLOR KHOTULEV REPERRED TO PRESS ARTICLE AND 
ASKED WHY GENSCHER WAS "ESCORTINC'SECRETARY. POLAD 
SAID THERE WAS NO REASON GENSCHER SHOULD NOT COME 
TO BERLIN WITH HIS COLLEAGUE, BUT THAT THERE WAS A 
DIPFERENCE BETWEEN "ACCOMPANY" AND "ESCORT." WE 
WERE NOT SURE ABOUT GENSCHER'S PLANS BUT SAW NO REASON 
WHY HE SHOULD NOT BE IN BERLIN WITH SECRETARY, IF HE 
SO DESIRED. KHOTULEV MERELY ADDED, WE DO NOT THINK 
TOO SERIOUSLY, THAT HIS AMBASSADOR WOULD BE PLEASED 
TO WELCOME SECRETARY TO BERT IN BUT, OP COURSE, IP
